ORIGIN OF MASONRY. . 

Upen the base of tha ‘ Cleopatrs needis’ 
which Egypt has given to America are 
certain myaterious characters which so 
| closely resemble tho emblems of Freema- 
jsunry that prodigions stir has been caused 
‘among Masons in England os fo the real 
character of the inscriptions. If they could 
be shown to be trily Masonic they would 
establish the great antiquity of the order 
i which is so boastful of its age aud deacent, 
' Among Masonio acholara the widest differ- 
encea of opinion exist as to the ae of the 
institution, some dating it back ¢o the time 
of Solomon, or even remoter time, and 
‘others ascribing its genesis to the period 
which comes [within the rnge of 
‘ancient history.’ Still, there socmato bea 

revalunt opinion that however ancient the 
institution may have been, and whatever 
traces of it can be discovered in remote times 
_the Masonry of to-day isa reconstructed and 
modernised system, An eminent Masonic 
authority (Colonel Thomas Picton}, whe 
takes this view of it, says that the origin of 
modern Maaonry can be attributed to Lord 
Bacon. Inthe ‘New. Aciantia’ there is a 
description of Solomon and his house, and 
it is there said that the king set apart dif. 
ferent days for prosecuting the arts and 
sciences, The ‘New Atlantia’ was exces- 
sively popular among the learned men of 
Bacon’s day, and they tried to sstablish a 
society, taking Solomun as an exponont of 
wisdom. Jt was encouraged - by the court 
of James I., and hia successor Charles J., 
until the,revolatio-breke out, Then the 
royalists, after the death of Charles T., re- 
arganised their. wciety for. religious and 
politioal motivés~tho religion for the re- 
establishment. of the Church, the politica 
for the restoration of the monarchy. Next 
they invented what.is called the legend of 
the the third degree, Hiram Abiff was the 
murdered monatch. Hiram, the King of 
Tyre, was the King of Fr nee. Solomon 
was tho church Hiram’s three ag 
sassina wore the tires kingdoms; England, 
Svotland, and Ireland.” The Masons 
of that. day, who were the con 
spirstora—the Jacobitea—ware  weoea- 
sarily a aecret sooty. They “called them- 
selves, as the Mons of the European con- 
tinent do to the present day, ‘the Sons of 
the Widow, inasmuch aa the King had been 
beheaded and his son had not-been re- 
cogniaed.. Afterthe Restoration, te lead. 
ing men of the movement formadthe Royal 
Soa ety, which existe ta the prwent. day, 
and they openly continued the work of the 
houseof Solomon, The Jacobites in France 
continued their benevolent. organisation.

‘They: met in 
the Apple ‘Troe Tavern,. placed pho ‘oldest 
Mason in’ the ghee, and." procasded < to 
‘organige a grand lodge. eleating Sir Obristo- 
pher. Wren Grand Maater,: Brom that body 
originated all the Masonis lodges at predent

In his explination he 
said to the Minister that he undertook the 
oversight of the Portuguese interests in 
Foochow at a.momentous crisis when, owing 
tu the absonce of the French Consul, thoy 
ware left without any protection and that 
his services to themwere only such aos 
courtesy and humanity would prompt the 
representative of any friendly Power to 
render, He never made any charge for 
aervices rendered although ‘compensation 
was tendered. - Their thanks were consider- 
ed by him as ample compensation for all hia 
trouble. This wea the substance of what 
he said to th8 Minister. If he sould then 
ssy that their thanks were ample compensa- 
tion, what should he say to their kind ad- 
dress and the beautiful testimonial they now 
presonted to him ; this certainly was a-work 
of supererogation which he could not fnil to 
appreciute, Before he came to Foochow it 
was not his fortuge to become acquainted 
with many Portoguess gentlemen, although 
he should never forget the pleasait Sund:
